Thrilled by Togo’s Achievements,

EW YORK, Dec. 19.—{Exclusive Dispatch.) In response to appeals 

from missionaries of churches in Japan, a committee has been 
N organized in the United States to secure contributions for 
the sick and wounded in the Japanese and the Russjan armies,. and 
for widows anu orphans in Japan M. C, Harris, Methodist Episcopal 
bishop of Japan and Korea, has cone to Japan to organize a4 relief 
committee to distribute the anticipated funds. The Franklin Trust 
Company will be treasurer of the fund. 

The appeal, just issued, signed by Seth Low, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and bearing the signatures of the most prominent 
clergymen and university presidents of the East, says: “It is not 
doubted that Japan will do everything in her power, but every charit- 
able agency in Japan is taxed to the utmost. In such circumstances 
outside help for these purposes 2ppears legitimate.” 


TOKIO, 19, Evening.—The 


Japanese fired an immeénse mine un- 
der portions of the nortb fort of East 
Kekwan Mountain at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday (Sunday) afternoon.

Japanese sappers drove shafts forty 
feet under the parapet of the fort from 
the escarpment and moat.

A detachment of Japanese infantry 
made a headlong but premature rush 
and sixty of them became buried under 
a mass of debris, greatly delaying the 
atiack. Despite this mischance, anoth- 
er volunteer force dashed forward and 
captured the parapet. 

In the meantime, the Russians had 
been strongly reinforced and a flerce 
hand-to-hand struggle with bayonets 
and grenades was continued until 
near midnight, when the few Russian 
survivors retreated to the city and the 
fort was captured. 

The fort's construction displays the 
utmost scientific knowledge. 

BRILLIANT SPECTACLE.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE THIRD 
JAPANESE ARMY, via Fusan. Dec. 
19.—The capture of the North Kekwan 
Mountain Fort was a brilliant spec- 
tacle. For weeks, the Japanese had 
been tuuneling two shafts forty feet 
in length, with four branches. They 
laid seven mines, which were exploded 
December 18. 

The two attacking parties were 
composed of volunteers and those par- 
ticipating in the first attempt vowed 
to capture the fort or die. ‘The sol- 
diers of the first force were distin- 
guished by a red badge. They re- 
mained in the moat during the explo- 


our operations were temporarily sus- 
pended. 

“Subsequently, at 7 o'clock in the 
evening, Gen. Samejima, command- 
ing the supports, advanced into the 
casements, and, encouraging his men, 
threw his supports into the fighting 
line in a last brave charge.

» FIGURES FROM APOSTLE SMITH.

Apostie Smith admitted taking an 
active part in bringing about the re- 
peal of the Territorial test oaths, which 
practically excluded Idaho Mormons 
from voiing.

Attorney Taylor, for the protestants, 
examined Apostie Smith concerning hits 
knowledge of the alleged niarriage of 
Apostie Cannon, and Lillian Hamlin, 
charged by witnesses to have been per- 
formed,by President Joseph Smith on 
od high seas near Los Angeles is

The witness said he went to Presi- 
dent Smith and asked him if he had 
performed such a ceremony, and the 
reply was that be had not. He ad- 
mitted that if the president of the 
church had wanted to pe. orm a cere- 
mony of that kind he wo @ be at lib- 
erty to do so. 

“But I believed him absolutely,” con- 
cluded the witness. 

Apostie Smith said he had made in- 
quiry as to-whe performed .the cere- 
mony. but obtained no information on 
the subject. Smith said there was much 
contention between members of the 
church on the subject of the legality 
of plural marriages when polygamy 
was prohibited Sy the church in Pres- 
ident Woodruff's manifesto. 

Chairman Burrows drew from the 
witness some statistics relating to the 
church, but no register of the total 
membership. In regard to coloniza- 
tion, Apostle Smith said there is a 
large settlement in Mexico, and that 
one-third of the population of Idaho 
and one-fourth of the population of 
Wyoming are Mormons. Other States 
and Territories having large settile- 
ments are Nevada, California, Arizona 
Colorado and New York, while Iowa 
has a large settiement of the reorgan- 
ized Church of Latter Day Saints, 
which drew away from the other 
church because it did not believe in 
polygamy. 

Apostie Smith said that the suspen- 
sion of the practice of polygamy was 
the result of a revelation, and that it 
‘would take another revelation to put 
it in force. 

“Then the president of the church 
might put polygamy in practice by re- 
ceiving a revelation?” 

“Not unless the people should re- 
ceive it. Nothing is forced on the Mor- 
mon people,” he replied. 

Isanc Birdsall, formerly a Mormon, 
now living at Elsinore, Utah, was ex- 
amined concerning a civil trial in a 
land case, in which he and his daugh- 
ter were defendants. The case was 
heard in the bishop's court of Monroe 
Ward in Utah, where Birdsall and his 
daughter were charged with un-Chris- 
tianlike conduct. James E. Leavitt 
brought the action to obtain possession 
of ty acres of land which he is al- 
leged to have purchased from the Bird- 
salls, but to which he did not have 
title. Birdsall lost the case, and it was 
decided against him also in the high 
council, the next higher church court, 
and appeal was refused by the officers 
of the first presidency, the highest 
court. 

Before an appeal to the first presi- 
dency was attempted, the witness said, 
his daughter was given notice to carry 


“out the verdict of the church courts, or 


the first presidency, would take action 
by cutting her off from the church. 
Records in the case were introduced, 
showing that (ora Birdsall, the daugh- 
ter, was excommunicated in June, 1903. 
Birdsall said that the decision so wore 
on his daughter that she neither ate 
nor slept nor drank, and appeared to 
lose her mind. Her case was brought 
to the attention of the president of the 
stake, and her parents were told their 
daughter would be tormented and led 
by evil spirits until she had complied 
with the decision of the church In re- 
gard to the land, in which event re- 
baptism was promised ‘her. Later, she 
was rebaptized in the church, and thén 
made the deed, conveying the land to 
Leavitt. The witness sald his daughter 
sent word to him by her mother that 
she had been forced to deed away the 
property in question. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.™.) 

WASHINGTON Dec. 19.—At the aft- 
ernoon session, Mr. Birdsall was cross- 
examined. He said he severed his 
connection with the Mormon church 
at the time his daughter was offered 
rebaptism, if she would convey her 
property to Leavitt, but could not give 
the date. 

William Budge of Paris, Idaho, was 
recalled by counsel for Smoot. He said 
that, as a ishop of the Mormon 
church, he has not entertained a case 
involving the title of land, for the 
reason that presidents of the church 
have given instructions that bishops 
and presidents of stakes could not 
hear such cases. 

Apostie Smith was recalled and ques- 
tioned by Chairman Burrows concern- 
ing the immigration from foreign 
countries. He had testified that from 
one-third to one-half of the converts 
to the church came from Europe. The 
emigrants, he said, are usually placed 
in charge of an experienced man and 
brought over on steamships with which 
the foreign missionaries do business. 
There are about four sailings a year, 
he said. 

To Tayler, he said he was present at 
the meeting at which Penrose was 
elected an apostie. The fact that Pen- 
rose was a polygamist was not men- 
tioned or thought of, and he added: 
“That question does not enter into the 
election. it is settled in our country 
that the people must obey the laws of 
the land.” 

“Do you?” asked Tayler. 

“Well, I try to.” 

“But you have not succeded very 
well?” asked Chairman Burrows. 

“Well, not so far.” 

Apostie Smith was then discharged, 
and William Balderston, editor of the 
Boise (Idaho) Statesman, and formerly 
connected with the Sait Lake Times, 
testified in regard to tne political con- 
ditions in Utah about the time of the 
issuance of the Woodruff manifesto, 
and in Idaho after 1891.

REGULATION OF RATES. 
INTERSTATE COMMBRCE WORK. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The an- 
nual report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was transmitted to 
Congress today. Reference is again 
made to the two principal objects of 
the amendment to regulute commerce 
—the publication and obsefvance of 
tariff rates and the correction, on com- 

plaint, of established tariff rates. 
The committee Says in substance 
that the successful regulation of rates 
depends upon the effective operation 
of both branches of regulation. The 
act, a# amended by the Elkins’ law 
of February 19, 1903, end which deals 
with the publication and invariable 
application of tariffs, appears to be 
operating successfully as applied to 
earriers subject to its provisions, and 
it is believed that these provisions 


might be made somewhat more definite 


and extended to apply to other agen- 
cles connected with tr8neportation, 
which may now be used us a means of 
affording concessions to shippe 
which, in effect, reduces the cost o 
moving their products. 

The commission calls attention to 
the fact that there has been no 
amendatory legislation conferring 
power over this rate, and making the 
orders of the commission effective. In 
‘Le present state of the law, after 
careful and often extended investiga- 
tion, the commission may find a rate 
complained against to be unreasonable, 
and order the carrier to desist from 
charging that rate for the future, but 
it cannot, though the evidence may 
and undoubtedly does indicate it, find 
and order the roasonable rate to he 
substituted for that which has been 
found to be unlawful. 

In two instances during the past 
year, the commission has been asked 
by both shfppers and carriers to ad- 
judicate controversies between them 
concerning the adjustment ef rates. 
The commission thinks It robable 
that the cases now pending before it 
directly and indirectly effect almost 
every locality and nearly all of the 
peopie in the United States.

200 meters northwest of Tiger's Tail 
Peninsula, with her bow turned north- 
east, half north, and at high tide the 
Wate: reaches to the torpedo tubes in 
her bow. She is submerged to her

“On the night of December 14 our 
torpedo flotillas made a gallant and 
brave series of attacks against the 
Russian turret ship Sevastopol. 

“The flotillas arrived outside the en- 
trance to Port Arthur about midnight 
On that date. The leading fotilla. un- 


der Commander Unchida. and a special 
4% torpedo boat, vartly for attack and

partiy to reconnolter, closely ap- 
proached the Sevastopol at 1 o'clock, 
‘and, under the searchlights and fire of 
the enemy's ships and shore batteries, 
they attacked her. 

“A sheil struck Commander Mita- 
mura’s torpedo Soat and four shots hit 
Commander Nakamuta’'s boat, wound- 
nig three sailors. 

“Subsequently, our flotillas attacked, 
acting independently. 

“Flotilla A, Commander Hsama, ad- 
vanced first for the purpose of destroy- 
ing the defenses protecting the Sevas- 
topol, and also to draw and divert the 
Gre under the enemy searchlighis. 
Fiotiia B, Commander  Jingubi; 
flotilla C, Commander Otaki: flotilla 
DD, Commander Sek!, and flotilla E, 
Commander Kawase, approached suc- 
cessively and bravely continued the 
attacks from 2 o'clock until 4 o'clock 


in the morning. 

“Commander Otaki's fotilla 
proached the closest and delivered the 
most vigorous attack. 

“While retreating one torpedo boat 
received sevreal shots simultaneously, 
her commander, Lieut. Nakahori, and 
five others being killed. The boat lost 
her freedom of motion and Lieut. Na- 
kahara’s boat went to the rescue, and, 
despite the heavy fire, endeavored to 
gave her. Wihle towing the DSoat the

Lieut. Nakahara’s boat was also hit 
and one man killed. 
SHELLS HIT BOATS. 

Subsequently, severa] shells hit and 
alinost disapled Lieut.-Nakahara’s boat, 
forcing him to abandon his comrade 
ship, which was sinking. Lieut. Naka- 
hara, however, steamed back, rescued 
the crew and abandoned the torpedo 
boat to her fate. 

“Commander Kawase'’s boat, belong- 
ing to the same flotilla, was struck by 
a shell, killing one of the crew and 
wounding Lieut. Takahashi and two 
sailors. 

“Lieutenant Shono’s boat was hit and 
one of the crew killed and five wounded, 
The boat Was temporarily disabled but 
his comrade. ships, with Lieuts. Wa- 
taeabe and Mori commanding, protected 
and rescued her. All the other boats, 
bravely facing the enemy's fire suc- 
ceeded in delivering attacks without 
suffering any damage. 

“The result of their attacks is not 
defiluitely known, although it is evi- 
awry that numerous torpedves took ef- 
ect. 

“The watch tower, reporting on the 
following morning, said that the Sevas- 
topol had lowered at the bows consid- 
erably, facing toward south-southeast. 
Her condition is such that she does 
not change her position in the current. 
She is anchored close inshore, in shal- 
low water. 

“It is a source of satisfaction that 
our torpedo attacks were delivered 
without the least cnfusion. Each boat 
rendered m terial assistance to its 
comrades. The skilfull maneuvering 
and bravery of the officere and mén in- 
spires me with a deep feeling of satis- 
faction and confidence.” 


THIRTEEN KILLED. 
[bY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 19.—The Japa- 
nese legation today received telegrams 
from the Foreign Office at Tokio, giving 
Admira| Togo's réport on naval epera- 
tions at Port Arthur. The? show total 
casualties of thirteen killed and seven- 
teen wounded in the attacks of Wednes- 
day and Thursday, reports one Russian 
destroyer aground and that at least 
six Russian destroyers remain. The 
first telegram says: 

“Admiral Togo reports that while 
ettacking Russian snips in the outer 
roadstead on the night of the 14th one 
ot our torpedo boats was disabled and 
abandoned, but the survivors were 
saved. Another torpede boat was tem- 
porarily disabled, but convoyed back. 
The. rest of our craft sustained no se- 
rious damage. Our total casualties 
were ten killed and fourteen wounded. 
Tae anchovage of Sevastopol, being 
ciose to shore, it is difficult to ascer- 
tain her extent of damage, but it was 
observed that several torpedoes dis- 
charged by us hit her and exploded. 

“On the night of the 15th our tor- 
pedo flee: renewed attacks on Sevas- 
top>si, Otvasny and some destroyers, 
and they managedo to approach them 
closely and successively discharged 
torpedoes, and their hit and explosion 
Were distinctly observed. 

“In spite of the hot fire of the en- 


emy all of our craft returned. Our to- 
tal casualties were three killed and 
taree wJunded. 

“Our obrervation station in the 


morning reported one Liussian destrdy- 
er aground, with masts broken.” 

A second disptach adds: “Togo’s 
dispatch on the 18th reporting the ac- 
tual state of the Russian ships sunk 
iy the inner bay is substantially the 
same as previously announced, and 
eonciudes that they are no longer fit 
for action. Regarding the Sevastopol, al- 
though there is reason to believe that 
she was incapacitated for navigation, 
yet the positive evidence t# still un- 
obtain ble.

HER TEETH MAY TELL. 


Dental Work in Mouth of Girl Found 
Murdered Near Colorado Springs 
Possible Clew. 

IBY THE ASSOCIATIED | RESS—A.M.) 


COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.) Dec. 
19.—That the young woman who was 
found dead on Cutler Mountain. be- 
twren North Cheyenne and South 
Cheyenne cafions, Saturday, was mur- 
dered was proven by the post-mortem 
examination. The removal of her 
matted hair and scalp revealed the 
vound in the head and resvited tn 
the recovery Of the bullet. There is 
as yet abeolutely no clew.to the iden- 
tity of the girl, the authorities here 
being wholly at a loss to establish 
anything in connection with the case. 
Many inquiriees have been received 
from large cities in the East relative 
to details in the description of the 
girl but nothing beyond that revealed 
yesterday has been discovered, the 
corpse showing nothing in the way 
of birtnmarks or scars. 

The authorities place no faith in 
the possibility that there is anything 
in the nature of a clew in any of the 
cards or papers found about the 
scene of the crime. Thousands of tour- 
ists annually attach their cards, letter 
heads and other papers bearing their 
names to trees and rocks in the cafions 
and on the mountain tops in the vicin- 
ity of this city and they are blown 
about the hillsides promiscuously. 

Dental work in the mouth of the 
dead girl will afford sure indentifica- 
tion if its description is seen by the 
dentist who did the work. The work 
was worth at least $150. Coroner Liw 
is anxicus that the description of the 


dental work be given publicity. The 
upper right wisdom tooth is unde- 
Veloped. On the upper right side of 


the mouth a solid gold bridge extends 
from the first molar to cuspid. The 
second molar is present. The first 
and second bicuspids are absent, be- 
ing filled with solid gold dummies. 
There are two gold buings, medium- 
sized mesial of the upper central in- 
cleor. On the upper left side a gold 
bridge extends from the firet bicuspid 
to the second molar, worn on the 
mesiolingual portion of the crown, 
The second molar is made from a bi- 
cuspid dummy. The third molar is 
present. The lower right three molars 
or wisdom teeth are present. The sec. 
ond molar is gold filled in the mesio. 
occlusial surface. The first molar tis 
absent and has been gone several 
years. Large gold fillings on occlusion 
of first molar; large gold fillings on 
occlusion extending onto distal surface 
of second molar. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon, the post- 
mortem examination of the murdere!] 
girl was completed. It was without 
result beyond determining the cause of 
death. Hanford says that her 
condition at the time of her death 
was normal and that it was a simple 
case of wanting to get rid of some- 
body. 

At the coroner's inquest held today 
several Witnesses were examined, in- 
eluding the men who found the body, 


the Sheriff and a dentist who made an 
examination of the teeth of the dead 
girl, on which expensive and expert 


| 


dental work had been performed. The 
authorities hope to trace the identity of 
the girl through the dentist who did the 
work, 

The jury returned the following ver- 
dict: “That the unknown” woman 
came to her death on a date unknown 
to this jury and that the cause of the 
death was a gunshot wound below the 
back of the left ear, ranging upward, 
the bullet being a 38-calibre and fired 
by some person to the jury unknown.” 

A numer of telegrams from Phila- 
deiphia, Chicago and St. Louis, asking 
for a complete description of the body 
of the murdered girl have been re- 
ceived. Columbus R. Griffing of Chi- 
cago wired that the description of the 
dead girl tallied in some respects with 
that of his daughter, Marguerite, who 
had been visiting an aunt living on a 
ranch near Gunnison, Colo. A _tele- 
gram from that place tonight says 
that Miss Griffing is safe no the ranch 
with her aunt. 

The taatter is now more of a mys- 
tery than ever, for the officers are at 
the end of all clews, unless something 
should develop from. the  telegrama 
above. A number of detectives from 
outside points arrived here today and 
are working on the case. 


TO DEATH 


ON OIL BARGE. 


FOUR MEN MEET HORRIBLE FATE 
ON THE ATLANTIC. — 


Explosion of One Million Gallons of 
Petroleum Off Long Branch, New 
Jersey, Causes Flames to Spread so 
Rapidly that Reseve is Seriously 


Impeded.

Four survivors of the crew of the 
burned barge were brought to this port 
and are in a hospital, suffering from 
burns. 

One man is missing. H. Hansen, a 
sailor, had shipped for the trip but it 
Was not known whether he was on 
board. 

The steel barge, No. 91, and another 
barge were in tow of a tug bound from 
Philadeiphia. Something interfered with 
the flow of water from the fresh-water 
tank, and Engineer Sale and Fireman 
Brandt went below to investigate. An 
explosion followed, whether of gas or 
of the boiler, is unknown. In a twink- 
ling the barge was ablaze from stem 
to stern. 

The tug which had the barges in tow 
went alongside the burning barge and 
took off four seainen, byt the blaze 
had spread so fast that the othera 
could not he rescued. . 

When the blazing birge was sighted 
last night, if wae impoasibie ‘to learn 
anything regarding the fate of the 
crew. ugs near at hand gave all the 
assisiance possible and no effort Was 
made to reach the barge by the life- 
saving crew at thet peint. The first 
news, therefore, came here today When 
a tugboat put into Leong Island City 
with the four survivorg on board. All 
there men were seriously burned and 
Were taken at once to a hospital. There 
it was found that one of them was i! 
a critical condition, Tt is betleved that 
the other three men wil! survive. 

None of the survivors were in condli- 
tion to talk toda;, but & was learned 
that there Was an explosion, and the 
burning oll was thrown overboard. The 
barge had on beard 21,000 barrels, or 
1,000,000 gallons; of oil.

CONDITION OF THE. PIMAS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Dr. Chas. 
L. Thompson, secretary of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Missions, discussed 
with the President today the. serious 
condition of the Pima Indians in Ari- 
zona. He told the President that the 
Indians were actually dying of starva- 
tion because their lands ‘had been 
rendered unproductive by the diver- 
sion of the water in Streams running 
through them. The diversion of the 
water was caused by the development 
of plans of the government for irriga- 
tlon of the arid lands. 

Through a commission, the Presi- 
dent ulready has made an investiga- 
tlon of the matter, and it is not un- 
likely that pumping stations will be 
constructed on the Pima Indian lands. 
to supply them with sufficient water 
for purposes. These pamping sta- 
tions will be erected in connection with 
the irrigation plants which are being 
put in under direction of the gor- 
ernment,

DON'T APPROVE NURSERY. 
Supt. Keppel’s address was full of the 
| Statistics that tell a convincing tale, 
with a resumé of the manner in which 
| the different branches are taught. 

“Let us give the children a chance to 
be babies a little longer,’ sald he. “I 
believe it is a great mistake to admit 
children to the Bindergarten under six 
years of age, and to the first grade be- 
fore they are seven years old. We 
hurry them too much, flesh and blood 
cannot stand the strain and if we con- 
tinue our present age of admission, the 
whole race will become nervous wreck» 
in a few generations.” 

The County Superintendent spoke in 
no uncertain language of severu) dif- 
ferent subjects. In regard. to the iaw 
covering school supplies, he sail: 

“IT hope the day will come when our 
schools will furnish everything cx- 
cept the children, and become in deed 
and truth, free schools.” 

He advocated more kindergartens, 
more sioyd schools, more sewing 
schools, commercial schools and tech- 
nical schools. The hearty applause of 
the teachers echoed his opinions on 
these points. 

“What we need,”’ he said. “is not au- 
other Eden but more fruit from the 
tree of knowledge.” 

Los Angeles County, according to the 
figures given by Mr. Keppel leads « very 
other county in the State as an educa. 
tional center. 

“Freedom of the Teacher” was un- 
folded by Dr. C. B. Gilbert of Now 
York City. formerly superiniendent of 
achoels in Rochester N. Y.. anit in 
St. Pau). Minn., and who is now a4 
writer and editor of text books used in 
the schools. 

His address was greatly enjeye, 
dwelling upon the necessity for abso- 
lute freedom of the teactter from thé 
hampering influences of cast iron sys- 
tems, or machinery, or of superintend- 
ents who do too much superintending, 
and agreeing withthe man whe said: 
“The teacher & the school,” and the ma- 
chinery of superintendents, school 
boards and all such,” ts only for the 
purpose of assisting the teacher. 

In another sense, one who teaches 
must be free from narfow prejudices, 
said he and onty by sptritual unity of 
pupil and teacher, does Prof. Gilbert 
think the highest development is to be 
attained. 

Supt. T. H. Kirk opened the after- 
noon session with “Some Educational! 
Needs of the Hour.” dealing first with 
the teacher and then with the pupil.

Appreciation of the teagiter; financial, 


social, and political e cipation were 
spoken of. “If we are only willing to

sald he: and he saw as one of the signe

There was 
never any excuse for wastii.g this val- 
uable part of the town, and we are now 
plannihg to erect a number of ware- 
houses on either side of Alameda 
street which are to take the place of 
structures uselese for any other pur- 
poses than that for which they were 
built. 

“Will you build on the west side of 
Alameda street?” was asked.

Financial Conditions in City Affect 
Sale of Water Bonds—Borrowers 
Find it Harder to Raise Money. 
Banks Take Good Care of Regular 
Customers. 


A’ slight stringency is noted in the 
local money market, and some of the 
banks have called in a few ioans. It 
is harder to borrow now than it was a 
month ago. The situation ig not seri- 


ous, but a higher rate will %e charged 
on some loans that are not gilt-edged. 


Here is what leading bankers said yes- 
terday about the conditions of the 
market: 

R. J. Waters, president of the Citi- 
zens’ National Bank: The market has 
become somewhat stringer, but we 


are able to take care of our depositors.

W. C. Patterson, president Los An- 
geles National Bank: The public shou!d 
be just a little moderate. I call it 
nervousness. There ts no real occasion 
for ft. We are looking after our regu- 
lar customers. There is no real—what 
you could really call a stringency. 

Kdwin J. Marshal, vice-president 
Southwestern National Bank: All the 
bankers will agree, I suppose, that 
there has been a temporary stringency. 
It is most unfortunate that it sheuld 
come just at this (ime when there was 
az srong demand for money. We, 
like @very other bank tn the city, are 
now taking care of our regular cus- 
tomers, but are not making outside 
loans. 

J. C. Drake, president of the Los 
Angeles Trust Company: .The demand 
for money has been exceedingly strong. 
We are taking care ofo our regular cus- 
tomers, however. We will Se able to 
carry them through the holiday busi- 
ness without difficulty. 

J. Woollacott, president State. 
Bank. and Trust Company: We are not 
hunting loans; no bank Is. We have 
plenty money to take care of regular 
accounts. I think all the banks have. 

W. Hellman, president Merchants’ 
Nationa] Bank: I think the banks have 
not been much affected. We have not 
felt ft. I do not understand that any of 
the banks have been refusing any 
really first-class Al loans. The truth 
is the banks were expecting such a 
strain, and were prepared for it. 


IN CHINA. 

Former Postal Employee Has Employ- 
ment in the Country of the 
Yellow Dragon. 

E. W. Knox, a former postal employé, 
has just enlisted in the service of the 
Chinese government as an official let- 
ter carrier from Peking, going over a 
route on which no Caucasian has ever 

before traveled. 

Mr. Knox was working in Los An- 


geles a few years ago, and while here 


he formed the acquaintance of a num- 
ber of wealthy Chinamen who were 
t-aveling through the country for rec- 
reation and an inspection of the Amer- 
ican methods of doing bysiness. Later 
he paid a visit to China himself, and 
took a position as interpreter in one 
of the government offices. 

During the summer Mr. Knox has 
been in Southérn California, much of 
the time in Los Angeles. He left for 
China but a short time ago.

BUSINESS. 


The New York stock market yester- 
day fell into a holiday rut, and the 
closing was heavy.

HE CAREER OF CASSIE. 
The career of Mrs. Cassie Chad- 
wick brings out the faci that, while 
she was one of the smoothest manip- 


viators that this country has. ever 
known, she yet lacked the wit to 
keep on the safe side of the line that 
divides legality from |. criminality. 


There_are thousands of manipulators, 
speculators and promoters in Amer- 
ica and elsewhere whose transactions 
are little, if any, less reprehensible 
than were those cf Mrs. Chadwick, 
but they are careful to so bandle their 
affairs that they cannot be impris- 
oned as a consequence of their deal- 
ings. Promoters without pumber 
have times without number floated 
stocks and securities on the market 
and sold the same to innocent and un- 
sophisticated purchasers, knowing ail 
the time that they were working hope- 
lees swindies, but when the crash 
came there was no way by which the 
swindlers could be made to suffer for 
their acts. | 

If Mrs. Chadwick had held to that 
line of promotion schemes by which 
many men who are now hailed as em- 
inent financiers fave amassed mil- 
lions ill-gotton dollars, she would 
have @xceeded the success attained by 
most of them. But she didn’t. She 
oversiepped the danger line and _ al- 
lowed it to become possible for the 
charge of obtaining money on false 
pretenses to be proved against her. 
It is tfué that she has not yet been 
convicted of the charges preferred 
against her, but her conviction seems 
certain, nevertheless. Moreover it 
will never be known just how much 


money she really did get away -with. 


It is now certain that she handled at 
least $10,000,000 of other people's 
money which she obtained dishonestly, 
but ft is generally believed also that 
there were many thousands of dollars 
handed over to her that will nevéf be 
mentioned.. Many banks and bankers 
that fell into this clever woman’s 
mesh will pocket their losses and be 
giad if no one ever finds it out, in 
order that their prestige shall not 
eufier. 

Yet Cassie was a very foolish 
woman, when all is said and done. 
Like Dick Turpin, the famous high- 
wayman, it appears she robbed only 
the rich. But that is small consola- 
tion to her now, as she languishes in 
the Cleveland jai? a stone’s throw dis- 
tant from the palatial mansion where 
she once lived in luxury. Again is it 
well to remember that “Honesty is 
the best policy.” 


HE QUARLES-COOPER BILL. 

For some time past the fact has 
been apparent that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission ought to be 
clothéd with greater powers than it 
s, under existing law, for the 
of transportation — rates. 
While the commission now has power 
to review rates and determine the jus- 
tice Or injustice of the same, it has 
not the power requisite to enforce its 
decisions, and lacking that power, its 
decisions are without the authoritative 
force and effect which they should 

have. 

The annual report of the Interstate 
Com ce Commission was submitied 
to Congress yesterday. In this re- 
port two principal points are emphe- 
sized—(1) “the publication and ohb- 
servance of tariff rates,” and (2) “the 
correction, on complaint, of estab- 
blished tariff The commissdivn 
declares that successful reguiation of 
rates depends upon tne effective opera- 
tion of both these branches of the regz- 
ulation. The Elkins amendment |. of 
February 19, 1903, dealing with the 
publication and application of trans- 
portation rates, is working saiisfac- 
torily, but it neeis to be supplemented 
by legislation conferring upon the 
commission power to enforce its de- 
cisions. “In the present staie of the 
law,” says the report, “after careful 
and often extended investigation, the 
commiission may find a rate com- 
plained against. be unreasonable, 
and order the carrier to desist from 
charging that rate for the future, but 
it cannot, though the evidence may 
and undoubtedly does indicate it, fine 
and ‘order the feasonable rate to pe 
substituted for that which has been 
found to be uniawful.”

The Quarles-Cooper bill, which has 
been proposed as an amendment to the 
interstate commerce law, provides in 
substance as follows: 

“(1.) That the Interstate Commerce 
Commission be empowered to deter- 
mine what rate, regulation or practice 
saall be substituted for any existing 
rate for the transportation of persons 
or properiy, or any regulation or prac- 
tice affecting such rate, found, upon 
fuil hearing had on any pention pre- 
sented pursuant to the provisions of 
the ‘Act to Rerulate Commerce.” to 
be unjust, discriminative or uareason- 
able; the order requiring such substi- 
tution to become operative within 
thirty days after notice, or, in case of 
proceeding for review, then within 
sixty days arter notice. Such order 
may at any time be modified, suspended 
or revoked by the commission upon 
full h.aring of all parties in tnieresi. 

“(2.) In case of disagreement 
tween carriers, parties to a joint rate 
8O Substituied, upon the apportionment 


thereof, the commission is empowered’ 


to determine the'portion of such rate 
to be received by each. In case of an 
order prescribing the just reletion of 
rates tO or from common points on 
joint lines, and the severa! carriers fai!

“(3.). Every order as to its justness, 
reasonableness and lawfulness, is re- 
viewable by any Circuit Court of the 
United States having jurisdiction. If, 
after hearing, the court shal! be of the 
opinion that the order is made under 
some error of law, or is, upon the 
facts, unjust and unreasonable, it 
shall modify, set aside or annul the 
order, .Pending review, the court may, 
upon application and heaginz. if in its 
opinion the order is clearly unlawful 
or erroneous, suspend auch order. Any 
party to the case y. witnin thirty 
days after the rendition of a final de- 


| cree of such court, appeal to the Su- 


preme Court, but the order of dhe Cir- 
cuit Court shall not be stayed or sus- 
pended thereby. 

“(4.) In case any party shal! refuse 
or neglect to obey or perform any or- 
der of the commission, obedience and 
performance thereof shall be summar- 
ily enforced by writ of injunction or 
other proper process, and in addition 
thereto the offending party shall be 
subject to a fine of $5000 for each day's 
continuance of such violation.” 

The President, in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress, made a strong plea 
for the enactment of Jlezislation to 
strengthen the powers of the Inierstate 
Commerce Commission. His words on 
this subject may almost be considered 
as an indorsement of the Quaries- 
Cooper bill, as the following extract 
shows: 

“As the law now stands the commis- 
sion simply possess the bare power to 
denounce a particular rate as unrea- 
sonable. While | am of the opinion 
that at present it would be undesir- 
able, if it were not impracticable. 
finally to clothe the commission with 
general authority to fix railroad rates, 
I do believe that as a fair security to 
shippers, the commission should be 
vested with the power, where a given 
rate has been challenged and after full 


-hearing found to be unreasonable, to 


decide, subject to judicial review, what 
shail be a reasonable rate to take its 
place; the ruling of the commission 
to take effect immediately, and to ob- 
tain unless and until it is reversed by 
the court of review. The gdvernment 
must in an increasing degree super- 
vise and regulate the workings of the 
railways engaged in interstate com- 
merce; and such increased supervision 
is the only aiternative to an increase 
of the present evils on the one hand 
or a still more radical policy on the 
other. In my judgment the most im- 
portant legislative act now needed as 
regards the regulation of corporations 
is this act to confer on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the power to 
revise rates and regulations, the re- 
vised rate to at once go into effect, 
and to stay in effect unless and until 
tae court of review reverses it. * 
Legisiation in the line of the Quarles- 
Cooper bill (which was introduced 
at the last session of Congress) was 
recommended by the Interstate Com- 
merce Law Convention, held at St. 
Louis, October 28-29, last. The power 
which it is proposed to confer upon 
the commission was exercised by that 
body for @ period of ten years afier its 
organization. under the supposition 
that the law creating the commission 
had vested it with this power. The Su- 
preme Court, upon a test case, decided 
that the commission had no power un- 
der the law to fix rates, when exist- 
ing rates were found to be nnreason- 
able. The effect of this decision was 
to limit the power of the commission 
to the determination whether or not a 
rete or practice complained of is rea- 
sonable and just, and if found unrea- 
sonable and unjust, to notifying the 
carrier to “cease and desist” from con- 
tinuing the same, the carrier’ being

But Japanese 
strategy. at the end of the seventh 
month of the war, had ended fn bring- | 
ing on the main engagement under | 
conditions most advantageous to the 
Russians. 

“That the consequences were not 
disastrous to the Japanese cause was 
due to the sheer incomparable fight- 
ing heroism of the Japanese soldier, 
with whose just praise the world 
rings, but was not in the slightest de- 
gree due to Japanese generalship. 
Marshal Oyama, as all eye-witnessas 
are agreed, made a faulty distribution | 
of bis forces. Covering his own 
communications with excessive cau- 
tion, he never attempted to bring a 
decisive force to bear upon the de- 
cisive point. Gen. Kuroki made the 
obvicns movement against the Rus- 
sian communicgtions with insufficient 
numbers. Gen. Kouropatkin at once 
flung the mass of his strength against 
that movement, checkmated it, and 
nearly crushed it. But Japanese lead- 
ership had no resources when brovght 
up, not by anything in the shape of 
the unexpected, but by the very con- 
tingency which ought to have been 
reckoned for in the most elementary 
calcuiations. The Japanese soldier 
was at once called upen to save the 
situation for his generals, and mili- 
tary stoicism was again a substitute 
for military success.” 

It is, therefore, the want of decisive- 
ness on the part of Japan's generals 
that constitutes her chief weakness. 
The Asiatic brain, it would seem, has 
its limitations. The Jap, like’ the 
Chinaman, is an adept imitator,, but 
falls short as an originator. The Mi- 
kado has built up one of the most 
magnificent fighting machines in the 
shape of an army and navy that ever

WHY ARTEMUS QUIT. 


The Great Humorist’s Exclusive Re- 
port of a Cleveland Society 
Function. 

[New York Times:}] James H. Ryder, 
who died in Cleveland a few days ago, 


was an intimate personal friend of 
Charles Farrar Browne, (Artemus 
Ward.) When the famous humorist 


whose writings and lectures convulsed 
the people of both continents, was an 
unknown reporter on the Cleveland 
Piain Dealer, on which paper he made 
his first reputation as a humorist, 
Ryder's home was his favorite haunt. 

There was always a spare for 
Browne at Ryder’s, and Sunday Thorn- 
ing was always an occasion of pleasure 
for Browne and Ryder and _ kindred 
spirits who gathered to exchange gos- 
sip, but principally to hear Browne's 
droll comments on men and things. 

It has been sald that Ryder’s wife 
was responsible for many of Browne's 
funny sayings. Mrs. Ryder was an ac- 
complished woman and an 
unlimited vein of humor. She always 
mingled in the Sunday morning sym- 
posium, and her comments and obser- 
vations alWays made a with 
Browne. 

George Hoyt, who was a colleague of 
Browne's on the Plain Deaier, and later 
for many years one of the owners and 
an editor, is still living in Cleveland.

As the time passed 
on, Browne was impressed with the im- 
portance of covering his assignment. 

“I've got to go over to a swell func- 
tion in Erie street, boys,’ he said. 

“Oh, don’t be in a hurry,” one of his 
companions persisted. 

“Well, I want to get over there before 
the blamed thing is through,” Browne | 
continued.

ALLEGED ROBBERS WILL FACE 
BUNCH OF WITNESSES. 


Santa Fe Hold-up Matter to be 
Presented to Grand Jury Today and 
indictment Expected at Once. 
ttalian Fatally Shot as Result of 
Drunken Spree. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 19.—The 
tharge of murder which hac been pre- 
Jerred against Arthur Schwindler and 
Sidner Jarvis, supposed to be imp'l- 
cated In the shooting of Express Mes- 
senger Roberts, will be taken before tie 
grand jury tomorrow, and the prose- 
cuting officers believe that before night 
a true bill of indictment will be re- 
turned against the prisoners. It was 
intended to have the preliminary ex- 
amination Tuesday morning before 
Justice of the Peace C. L. Thomas, but 
the meeting of the grand jury removes 
the case from the jurisdiction of the 
justice. Among the witnesses who will 
be present are Conductor Hawes of the 
Santa Fé overland, on which the rob- 
bery and murder occurred, the Santa 
Fé station agents at Daggett, Lavic) 
and Mojave, Santa Fé Engineer Lent, 
who found the revolver with which the 
messenger was shot down, and 0. W. 
“Welse, the Cincinnati youth whom 


_ thé messenger put off the steps of the 


e car at Lavic. 

Sheriff Ralphs has explained in part 
the circumstances which point to the 
guilt of the two soners. He _ said: 
“©. W. Weise wa: the last man who 
saw Messenger Roberts before the rob- 
bery. Roberts opened the car door at 
Lavic and oidered him to get off. There 
was no one else riding between the 
express car and the horse ear. Weise 
went three car lengths ahead of ie 
train, while it was.stopped at Lavic, 
initending to again board the express 
car. but the train had gained ‘oo 
great headway to allow him to board 
it, and as the express car swept by 
him he saw Roberts still peering out 
of the door.” 

“Now, when Roberts was found des- 
ey wounded in his car at Daggett 

stated that shortly after the train 


left Levic someone pounded on the car 


door, and believing it was one of the 


trainmen he opened the door and was 
Lnocked down and shot. The pistol 
used by the robber was found half a 
mille west of Levic, and the iron bar 
used to batter down the car door was 
picked up some distance farther on.

SANTA ANA HORSE THIEF IS 
GIVEN HIS SENTENCE. 


First of Gang of Ranch Raiders 
Sent to the Penitentiary—Final 
Report of Grand Jury Containing 
Many Important R dations 
Waiter Tries Suicide. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 19.--Serafin Co- 
rona, who was found guilty Satur- 
day night of grand larceny, was sen- 
tenced by Judge West this afternoon, 
to eix years’ imprisonment at San 
Quentin. Corona will be taken north 
tomorrow. His crime was horse steal- 
ing from the ranch of W. F. Coulter 
of Placentia, and two alleged accom- 


plices, John Bleecker and Frank 
Bustamente, will now be tried on sim- 
charges. 


GRAND JURY REPORT. 

The grand jury concluded its labors 
and submitted its final report today 
after being in session since Novem- 
ber 28. The report is a voluminous 
one, dealing in detail with every branch 
of the county's administration, and is 
devoid of sensational features. 

The promised developments in regard 
to the alleged prize fighting at Buena 
Park failed to materialize when wilt- 
nesses were examined today. Insuffi- 
cient evidence was adduced to show 
that anyone had been gullty of prize 
fighting. 

A large share of the report is given 
over to a discussion of the roads of the 
county. The assertion is.made that 
there seems to be more money used on 
roads with less satisfaction than for 
any other expenditure. The report con- 
tinues: 

“We must acknowledge that on ac- 
count of the dry year roads have n 
hard to keep in good repair. Never- 
theless, we are of the opinion that the 
amount of money expended on roads 
vay keep them in much better con- 
dition.” 

The recommendation is made that a 
road master be employed for the whole 
county, who shall devote his entire 
time to supervising road work, and 
that this cer shall be an acknowl- 
edged expert on road matters. It ts 
also recommended that all road grad- 
ing a mile or more in length be done 
by contract, instead of by day work, 
as at the present time. Olled roads 
are commended strongly and the con- 
tinued use of the process advised. All 
the roads of the eounty are gone over 
in detail and wherever tmprovements 
are needed they are inted out. 

In reporting on bri s the jury rec- 
ommends repairs on the Olive and 
Anaheim bridges. and the building of 
a new bridge over the Santa Ana 
River on Fifth street. 

Indiscriminate dumping of refuse ts 
criticised and the Supervisors are ad- 
vised to secure places for dumping 
trash. Particular attention is called 
to the fact that large sums of money 
lie in the treasurer's vault at most 
seasons of the year, as much as $100,- 
000 being on hand at a single time, 
when the taxpayers need the money in 
circulation. Some change in the system 
of taxation Is recommended where thie 
difficulty shall be done away with. 

Books of all the count¥ and city of- 
ficers are found to be neat and cor- 
rect. Among minor recommendations 
the jury advises the photographing of 
all prisoners at the County Jail, the 
making of new road maps, the cleaning 
up of the County Park in Santlago 
Cafion, and improvements for the park 
pavilion. 

Receipts of the various county offi- 
ces for the year are given as $6946.65 
for Recorder; $2094.80 for Clerk; $586.07 
for Sheriff: $287,503 for Tax Collec- 
tor: $24,440.85 for Assessor and $130 for 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The report of the Treasurer shows a 
cash balan‘te for December 1, 1903, of 
$42,735.64, and a present cash balance 
of $102,438.83. The receipts for the year 
have been $417,426.26 and the expendi- 
tures $357,723. 

In reference to schools, repairs are 
recommended for the Newport Beach, 
Fairview and El Modena schools, and 
improved sanitary conditions for El 
Toro, Placentia and La Habra. 

The bee industry is discussed at 
length and changes in the present sys- 
tem suggested so that foul brood may 
be kept In check and the industry put 
on a better business basis. It is 
charged that only 10 per cent. of the 
hives in the country are assessed at 
the present time. 

Conditions in the Incorporated cities 
are found to be good, Santa Ana’‘s 
new fire department and signal system 
are especially commended, and the ex- 


tension and renovation of the water- 
works system called for. ~~ 
In conclusion the report advises a 


lowering of the tax rate for the com- 
ing year. 
WANTED TO DIE. 

J. B. Sproule, a walter employed at 
the Santa Ana restaurant on West 
Fourth street, made an ieffectual at- 
tempt last night to commit suicide by 
inhaling gas. Sproule rooms at the cor- 
ner of Fifth and Van Ness streets, and 
retired some time after 10 o'clock last 
night without giving a hint of his sui- 
cidal purpose. This morning his land- 
lady detected the odor of escaping 
gas coming from Sproule’s room, and 
noticing that all the cracks had been 
stopped up with wads of paper, she 
broke through the door and found the 
man half asphyxiated. His breathing 
was labored, and he was foaming at 
the mouth. With the «assistance of a 
physician and the application of fresh 
air and cold water the would-be sul- 
cide was revived and is now appar- 
ently none the worse for his esca- 
pade.
